In Jap Prison Camps 

American soldiers in Jap prison 
camps in the Philippines eagerly 
read the New Testament, accord- 
ing to Lt, Col. Wm E Dyes, one of 
the three officers who escaped.

Various naturalists have observ- 
ed that when meadow mice be- 
come very common they occasion- 
ally form part of the diet of large 
bullfrogs. Young ducklings too, ap- 
parently are regarded as tapty mor- 
sels by these carnivorous amphi- 
bians, but it is doubtful that many 
are destroyed in this way. Duck- 
lings grow rapidly and at five days 
of age would be too large for the 
biggest bullfrog to swallow.
